The 
Administrative Office of 
the Courts provided the 
education program for the 
state's circuit judges. 

The judges attend¬ 
ed courses on domestic 
violence, science and the 
law, computer forensics in 
court, alternative ways to 
resolve disputes in cases, 
personal jurisdiction, judi¬ 
cial writing for trial judges, 
evolving areas of law and 
recently published cases, 
and court technology, 
including eFiling. With 
eFiling, attorneys can file 
cases electronically.The 
program is now available 
in 26 Kentucky counties 
and will be in every coun¬ 
ty in the state by the end 


of 2015. 

,eFiling is going to cut 
down on the time and 
money it takes to get to 
a courthouse to file case 
documents and attor¬ 
neys can log on anytime 
of the day or night," 
said Jefferson Family 
Court Judge Stephen M. 
George, president of the 
Kentucky Circuit Judges 
Association. "With clicks 
of a mouse, attorneys 
will be able to more effi¬ 
ciently access justice for 
the people they repre¬ 
sent. 

"Also, this col¬ 
lege was the first for 
our new circuit judges 
who took office Jan. 5, 
so it was a perfect time 
to welcome them and 
for the new judges and 
more experienced judg¬ 
es to discuss a variety of 
judicial topics." 

In addition to gen¬ 
eral sessions, the college 
offered separate courses 
for circuit judges with 
general jurisdiction and 
those who oversee Fam¬ 
ily Court cases.

KY 30 in Breathitt County reduced 
to one lane for next five months 

Traffic controlled by temporary signals in connection 
with replacement of Old Buck Bridge; Old Buck Road 
also affected 

JACKSON, KY - Traffic on KY 30 near milepoint 
5.1 in Breathitt County has been reduced to one lane at 
the Old Buck Road intersection and will be controlled 
by temporary traffic signals for approximately five 
months. 

The lane closure is necessary for a bridge re¬ 
placement project on KY 30. The truss bridge over the 
Middle Fork of the Kentucky River, known locally as the 
Old Buck Bridge, is being replaced with a modern span. 

In addition, traffic on Old Buck Road at the KY 
30 intersection will also be controlled by a temporary 
signal. 

A one-lane setup with temporary signals is al¬ 
ready in place on KY 3237 (Canoe Road) in this vicinity 
because of the construction project. 

Drivers should slow down as they approach 
this construction zone, watch for stopped traffic and 
obey the temporary traffic signal. Motorists are asked 
to be aware of workers, traffic control devices and con¬ 
struction equipment when traveling in this and other 
areas where projects are ongoing.

cases, probation and pre¬ 
trial discovery. They at¬ 
tended sessions about the 
admissibility of electroni¬ 
cally information in cases 
and the rights of defen¬ 
dants who are indigent to 
get state funds for experts 
for their defense. 

Family Court judges 
attended a session about 
Kentucky’s new juvenile 
code under Senate Bill 
200, the juvenile justice 
reform legislation passed 
by the General Assembly 
in 2014. Other courses 
specifically for Family 
Court judges focused on 
self-represented litigants, 
child custody cases, and 
trends in dependency, 
neglect and abuse cases. 
The DNA session also 
covered what judges can 
do to address child fatali¬ 
ties and near fatalities in 
Kentucky. 

The AOC Divi¬ 
sion of Judicial Branch 
Education worked with 


the Education Committees 
of the Kentucky Circuit 
Judges Association to 
provide the college. The 
college included 20.75 
hours of continuing edu¬ 
cation credit for the circuit 
judges. 

Circuit Court 
is the court of general 
jurisdiction that hears 
civil matters involving 
more than $5,000, capital 
offenses and felonies, di¬ 
vorces, adoptions, termi¬ 
nation of parental rights, 
land dispute title cases 
and contested probate 
cases. 

Family Court is a 
division of Circuit Court. 
In counties that have a 
Family Court, the court 
has primary jurisdiction 
in cases involving family 
issues, including divorces, 
adoption, child support, 
domestic violence and 
juvenile status offenses.

He went on 
to talk about mistakes that 
the previous administration 
and employees had made. 
Judge Turner said “I am 
getting criticized on the 
streets because she is no 
longer employed.

I found,” Judge Turner 
said “For some reason or 
another they started paying 
the Sheriff $700 every 
month, why is absolutely 
amazing to me.” He also 
stated that if he transports 
a state inmate the state will 
pay him, if he transports a 
county inmate that is part 
of his job. Judge Turner 
stated that Mildred called 
him and said the sheriffs 
secretary was there to pick 
up his check. Judge Turner 
stated he said to Mildred 
I cannot see for the life of 
me why the county govern¬ 
ment would be paying the 
sheriff this fee but if it was 
in the budget we would 
have to pay it. 

Craig Lindon, 

KY Department of Trans¬ 
portation - District 10. 
Rural Secondary Recom¬ 
mendations. Mr. Lindon 
talked about the 80/20 Flex 
Bridge Money or Drainage 
Structures. He stated that 
the fiscal court could have 
$100,000 per year to use 
on drainage structures. It 
is a 80/20 match. The only 
think you cannot use in the 
match is the employees 
salaries. Any equipment 
used or any materials 
purchased can be used as 
your match toward that 
project.

Recommends the fol¬ 
lowing roads: KY 2024 
Sebastian-Booneville- 
Bear Run Road Iron Hill 
Cemetery-Brown Gabbard 
Road (mile marker 1.343) 
Junction Grassy Branch 
Road (mile marker 2.642) 
at a cost of $124,101.00;

culvert. A motion was 
made by Zeke Little, Jr. 
seconded by Tim Bishop, 
motion carried. 

Judge Turner 
stated that he had sent in 
the Tobacco Ordinance to 
the Booneville Sentinel 
by fax but it didn't make 
the paper and we may 
have to do a special fiscal 
court meeting for the 1st 
reading and do the 2nd 
reading at the regular fis¬ 
cal court meeting. 

Judge Turner stat¬ 
ed that Lisa Bowen, who 
works for Joey Minter, 
veterinarian would write 
a grant to get money for 
a spaying and neuter¬ 
ing. She stated she would 
write the grant for free. 

A motion was made by 
Zeke Little, Jr. seconded 
by Mike Thomas, motion 
carried. 

Judge Turner 
asked the fiscal court to 
allow qualified electri¬ 
cians to be Open electrical 
inspections. Amotion 
was made by Zeke Little, 
Jr., seconded by Mike 
Thomas, motion carried. 

Lucy Burrows, 
Solid Waste Coordinator 
discussed the outstand¬ 
ing garbage bills and 
ordinance 52799. She 
went over the ordinance 
and stated that they didn't 
need anything else passed. 
She stated the fiscal court 
needed to appoint mem¬ 
bers to the board so they 
could get started working 
on the outstanding gar¬ 
bage bills. She also stated 
that whatever the board 
members passed they 
needed to come in front of 
the fiscal court and they 
needed to look over their 
recommendations and 
approve them.

He 
stated he had talked to 
Carolyn Howard at the 
KRADD board. The fis¬ 
cal court needed to come 
up with three scenarios 
on how they will would 
get the building open 
and they could get the 
$100,000 back. 

Road Foreman 
Report - Foreman Mc¬ 
Intosh ask them if they 
had any questions. Judge 


Turner stated that they had 
been working on a lot of 
machines. He stated the 
small compactor would 
have to be taken to a 
dealer to be worked on. 
Magistrate Little asked 
about the pothole machine 
and if it was going to be 
used. He stated he had 
never seen it been used 
and wanted to know if 
anyone else had seen it 
being used. He also asked 
if anyone knew how to 
use it. Judge Turner stated 
it would be used. Judge 
Turner stated blacktop 
is $90 a ton. Magistrate 
Little asked if they would 
be blacktopping potholes 
instead of putting gravels 
in them. Judge Turner said 
yes, that is a waste of time 
putting gravels in them, 
and it is actually danger¬ 
ous.

Thomas stated he had a 
suggestion. They needed 
handicapped parking 
around the courthouse. 
Judge Turner stated the 
sign got knocked down 
when they redid the 
sidewalks and didn't get 
put back up. Magistrate 
Thomas stated he never 
saw a sign. Judge Turner 
stated that it needed to be 
stripped off in two areas 
for handicapped. 

Judge Turner 
jumped straight into Part¬ 
nership Housing. Cassie 
Hudson, executive direc¬ 
tor of Partnership Hous¬ 
ing, she stated that the had 
received another $500,000 
CDBG grant for property 
on 1938 that will be called 
Milltown Subdivision 
for 11 homes. After the 
purchase we have to do 
the infrastructure: the side¬ 
walks, the lights, the city 
water, sewer, blacktop, 
etc. She stated that Part¬ 
nership Housing had also 
applied for a $130,000 
grant for duplexes to build 
across from the City of 
Booneville offices that 
will have 4 units for the 
elderly. She explained 
that she was there to ask 
the fiscal court to approve 
a matching fund of $3000 
for this grant. She ex¬ 
plained the previous fiscal 
court had approved the 
matched fund of $3000 
pending this fiscal courts 
approval. A motion was 
made by Zeke Little, sec¬ 
onded by Mike Thomas, 
motion granted. 

Judge Turner 

asked the fiscal court to al¬ 
low the treasurer to make 
transfers as need from 
one code to another in the 


same fund. A motion was 
made by Mike Thomas, 
seconded by Tim Bishop, 
motion carried. 

When the magis¬ 
trates were going over the 
bills, Mike Thomas ask 
about Breathitt Mechani¬ 
cal. Judge Turner stated 
that we had a problem 
in the bathroom and we 
called them. Magistrate 
Thomas stated they are 
high and stated isn't this 
something we can put out 
for bids. Judge Turner 
stated it was something 
that come up and we had 
to call something. Mag¬ 
istrate Turner said to run 
it in the paper for bids. 
Judge Turner said when 
you have something come 
up you have to take care 
of it then but I agree you 
need to bid everything 
out that you can. Amo¬ 
tion was made by Zeke 
Little, Jr. seconded by Tim 
Bishop to pay the bills, 
motion carried. 

Judge Turner ask 
Craig Lindon to fax him a 
copy of the weight limits 
on the bridges in Owsley 
County. 

Zeke Little, Jr. 
stated that Larry Cornett 
had asked about closing 
the road where he owns 
at the. Lucy Burrows 
stated that his sister Helen 
was back and owned 
some property back there. 
Judge Turner stated that 
he had received a letter 
back before from her and 
she was extremely upset 
and didn't want it closed 
and Jimmy Herald used 
it sometimes. But if it 
something we want to do, 
we would have to adver¬ 
tise it in the paper and to 
give people a chance to 
discuss it. 

Another good 
piece of news that Judge 
Turner found out that a 
bill that they were trying 
to negotiate a bill they 
found out. If a inmate 
is in the hospital for two 
days, medicaid will pick 
up the bill if the paper¬ 
work is filled out. That 
will save us some money. 

The fiscal court 
adjourned one hour and 
fifty one minutes later by a 
motion by Zeke Little, Jr. 
seconded by Mike Turner.
